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THE MURDER OF MR. TERRISS. 


The whole kingdom still thrills with 
horror, sorrow, and anger at the de- 
testable crime which, last Thursday, 
deprived the stage of one of its chief 
ornaments. Mr. Terriss was not only 
a great actor, however; among his 
intimates, the kindly nature of the 
man and his blameless life were even 
more highly esteemed than his his 
trionic gifts. No one in the British 
isles seemed less likely to be marked 
down for assassination; no one, 
either, less deserved that fate. There 
are scores, nay hundreds, who coul 
testify to his goodness of heart from 
their own personal knowledge, and 
who, if they had been given the chance, 
would most willingly have risked their 
lives in defence of his. On the stage, 
he was, as most of our readers nro 
aware, an immense favourite with all 
orders and conditions of men, women, 
and children. In the parts which ho 
more particularly affected, he was un- 
equalled by any living actor, and it 
will probably be a long time before 
his place is adequately filled. As re- 
gards the person charged with this 
| villanous deed, it is only permissible 
to express the hope that no sentimen- 
tal considerations will influence the 
tribunal which will decide on his 
guilt or innocence. Society demands 
| that strict justice shall be done, whe- 
ther by acquittal or condemnation. 
Unhappily, that will not go an inch 
towards making good the loss conse- 
quent upon the bloody tragedy in 
Miiden-lane. It is a loss which comes 
home to all, whether merely ac- 
quainted with the deceased as he ap- 
peared on the boards, or personally 
conversant with his many admir- 
able qualities of mind and heart. 
But it must be a much more 
profound loss to those who were 
near and dear to him, and to them 
we tender, not only our own sincere 
sympathies, but those of our readers 
in all parte of the British Empire.
